"their deſertes: And Wa in verie trueth we were greatly and deepely grieued in our minde,to 
thinke 02 imagine that any ſuch vnnatural # monſtrous Acts ſhortld be either deriſed, 02 willingly 
aſeted vnto againſt vs, by her being a Pzinceſſe borne, and of our ſere and blood,and one alfo whoſe 
life 4 hono2 we had many times befoze ſarred andp2:eſeriued:Pet were we ſo directly dzawne to thinke 
all the ſame to be true,by the light and vnderſtanding of ſuch ptoofes,as were maniſeſtly p2oduced a- 
ſoc vs, vpon matters that had as wel pzoceeded from her ſclfe,as from the conſpiratozs themſelues, 
who voluntarilie and freelic without any coertion had confeſſed therr conſpirations,both ioynt- 
ly with her, and directed by her,againſt our Perſon and our Realme,and therfoze alſo we ſaw great 
reaſon,to thinke the ſame ouer daungerous,to be ſuffered to paſſe onwarde to take their full effecte. 


 Wherefoze, we were'by ſundxe Lozdes of our Nobilitie, and others our louing ſubtectes,carneſtly 


moourd and counſelled, to take vndelaed ozder,fo2 the inquiſition and eramimation of alltheſe dan- 
grrous enterp2iſes,and conſpiracies by ſundzie waies directly auowed to be by the ſayde Queene of 
Dcottes, againft vs and our Realme certainely intended , and alſo to vſe all pzeſent meanes with 


- expedition,to withſtand, o2 rather to pzeuent the ſame, And fo2 that we were verie vnwilling to p2o- 


ceede againſt her,conſidcring her birth and Eftate,by ſuch vſuall ſo2t as by the common lawes of the 
Realme, we might haue lawfrllic done, which was,byinditement and arrainment by ozdinarie 
Juries: therefoze, in reſpect bath of ourr owne honour, and ofher perſon, we yeelded,by good aduiſe 
gen to vs, to pzoceede in the moſt honourable ſozt that coulde be deuiſed within our Realme to the 
crammarion hereof, mma ow: PLE NY in the.

' ding tothe hurt ofour Royall perſon, as well by the ſaide Queene of Scottes, by the name of Ba 
ric,the daughter and hetre of James the fifth , late KingofScottes, commonly called the Nueene 
of Scottes 3 Dowagrr of France,as by any other by yer pxtuitie. 3 all the ctreurmſtances thereof,and 
thereupon, accozding to the teno2 of $ ſaid Ict of Parliament, to giue ſentence 02 iudgement,as vpon 
- cood pzoofe the matter vnto them thould appeare, as bythe ſame Commiſſion moze fullie appeareth. 
Ind where afterwards the moze part of the ſayd Counſellers,Lo2ds and Judges in our ſaid Com- 
- miſſion named, that ts to ſay,the number of xrrvi.did in the pzeſence # hearing of the ſayde Nueene 
of cots, where the remained at our Caſtle of Foderinghaie,at diuers dayes and times in publique 
place,very exactly, vpzightty,and with great deliberation, examine all the matters 4 offences, where 
of he was charged and accuſed, tending to the dangers afoze rehearſed and mentioned in our ſayde 
Commulſſion, and all the circumſtances thereof , 4 heard alſo at large in all fauourable maner,what 
the ſame Queene did, 02 could ſay for her excuſe and defence in that behalfe : whereupon afterwards 
onthe rrv.day of October nowe laſt paſt, all the ſayd Counſaile , Lozds, and Judges that had heard 
anderamined the ſame cauſe in the ſaide Queenes preſence , as afoze is mentioned, with one affent | 
and conſent, after good deliberation , did giue their ſentence and iudgement in this ſo2t following: 
Chat aſter the firft day of June, in the ſeuen x twentieth peere of our retgne, and betoze the date of 
our ſaid Commilſſton,diucrs things were compaſled and tmagtned within this Realme of England, 
by Inthonie Babington and others , with the pzuitie of the ſaide Mary, pzetending title to the 
Crowne of this Realme of England, tending to the hurt,death and deſtruction of our Royall perſon: 
Ind likewiſe,that after the ſame firft day of June , and befoze the date of our ſaide Commiſſion, 
the ſaide Pary,pzetending title to the ſame Crowne , had compaſſed and imagined within the ſame 
Reatme, dtuers things tending to the hurt , death and deſtruction of our royall perſon, contrary to 
the fourme of the ſaid Statute : which ſentence and tudgement,the ſame Lozds and Commiſſioners 
haue with one full conſent cauſed to be put in wziting,and duely engrofſed, with the whole pzoces of 
thetr pzoceedings thereto belonging, and haue ſubſcribed the ſame with their handes, as by a recozd 
thereof ſhewed to vs,moze fully and largely doth appeare. 
Ind whereas alſo,ſithence the ſame ſentence and Judgement ſo giuen # recozded,the Lozdes and 
Commons in this pzeſent Parliament aſſembled, haue alſo at ſundzte times in open Parliament, 
heard and conſideredthe pzincipall euidences, pzoofes,and circumſtances, whereupon the ſame len- 
tence andJadgement was grounded, andhaue by therr publique aſſentin Parliament affirmed the 
lame tobeatuſt, lawfull and true ſentence, and ſo haue allowed and appzoued the ſame in wzi- 
ting pzeſented vnto vs: and haue alſo notified tovs,howe deepely they did fozeſee thegreatandma- 
nyimminent dangers, which otherwiſe mizht and woulde growe to our perſon, and tothe whole 
Realme, ifthis ſentence were not fully erecuted : and conſequently therefoze ,they didby their moſt - 
humble and earneft petitionsin that behalfe,ofone Accozd, hauing acceſle vnto vs (vpon their ſun- 
dzie requeſtes) moſt inſtantly vpon their knees,p2ay,beſeeche, and with manyreaſons of great fozce 
andimpoztance,moue and preſſe vs.that the ſaid ſentence andJudgement ſo tuſtly and duelygiuen, 
and by them appzoued,as is afozeſaid, might (accozdingto theerpzeſſe tenoz of the ſaid Act of Pariia- 
ment by our Pzoclamation vnder our great Seale be declared and publiſhed, and theſame alſo 
Butakter ſuch molt earneſt requett,ſo made to vs from all the aid Lozdegand Commons in Par- | 
ltament, they percetuing by our owne ſpeeches 4 anſweres , howe deepely we were grieued to heare 
«tle homie and natural attempts andactions of hat Qrenewhote mary frmer once, 


treieofour good fubtects ehen by erecution of the fozelayde ſentence, as was required: they did 
apart,and conferences toyntly with one accozde,in the names of all 
, cuen by the particular votes of them all afſembled, and alſo of the Comp 
mons with one vniuerſal aſſent, repzeſenting the Statr ofall our Realme,at their ſeucral timesof . 
acceſle vnito vs, alledge,declare,3 p:oteſt,that vpon their long, many, 4 aduiſed conſultations 4 con- 
ferences by our commandement, and fo our ſatiſfaction in that behalfe had, they coulde not by any 
meanes finde 02 deuttſe , howe the ſuertie ofour Royall perſon, and the p2eſeruation of themſelues 
and heir poſteritie, with the good ſtate of the Veal te, might be p:outded foz and continued, without 
anddue execution of the ſayd ſentence. 
ex wcenty moms to our griefe , but alſo ouercome with the earneft re- 
queſtes, declarations , and impoztant reaſons of all our ſayde Subtects, the Nobles and Cetn- 
mons of our Realme , whoſe tudgement , knowledge , and naturall care of vs, and the whole 
Kealme , wee knowe doeth farre ſirrmount all others being not ſo intereſled therein, and ſo tuff 
ly to bee eſteemed : and perceyuing alſo the ſayde ſentence to haue bene honourably , lawfully 
and tutlygiuzn, agreeable to Juſtice and to the Lawes of our Realme : we did yeelde , and doe 
accozding to the ſayde Statute by this our P:oclamation vnder our great Seale of Englande, de- 
clare, notifle, and publiſh to all our louing Dubiects, and other perſons whatſoeuer, that the ſayde 
ſentence and Artdgement is cxiuen in maner afo:eſayde. to the intent. thatthey andeuery of them, by 
this our P2oclamation may haue ful vnderflanding # knowledge thereof, ne do alſo wil you, that 
you doe returne this our Pzoclamation into our Courtof Chauncerie, as ſpeedily as you may conue- 
niently, with the place # time of the pzoclaymrng thereof thereupon indozſed , whereof faple younot, 
Jn witnelle whereof, we haue cauſed this our Pzoclamation to bee made Patent,and ſealed with | 
thegreat Seale of England. Atour Banoz of Richmont the tiii, day of December thexxix, yeere
